Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the ultrasonic transducer" in lines 6 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner requests 
a change from "transducer" to transducers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international applicaton 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.

U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-20 and 22-24are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
fi by Merideth or Salmon et al. Merideth et a!., is anticipatory of claim 1 insofar as 

I respiratory intubation stylet device 10 includes a proximal guide member portion 12 

which may be malleable (columns 5, lines 61-64) and contains a Doppler airflow 
transducer 17 (columns 7-8) connected by cable to the main device 18. As asuch, air is 
seen as fluid and the trachea is the body passage. Salmon et al., is anticipatory of 
claimi in that of the twisted electrical lead pair, one suffices for claimed single lead and 
other is clearly characterizable as a shapeable (i.e malleable) portion proximal to the 
end-tip Doppler sensor (column 1 , lines 42-63). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 21 is allowed.

Navia et al., teaches intraluminal catheter with an expandable tubular open- 
walled element. 

Pless et al., teaches a device to ablate tissue.
